Muncie and Delaware county now 
were under the complete domination 
of the Klan, all the county and city 
officials‘q@vere klansmen, Judge Dearth 
was a klansman, the two jury commis- 
sioners were klansmen, and all the 
members of the grand jury which re- 
turned the indictments were klansmen. 


And Dale in the next issue of the 
Post-Democrat cameé out with his edi- 
torial, in which he boldly attacked 
county officials and members of the 
grand jury, and in which, among other 
things, he said: 

“ Nobody in Muncie doubts for an 
instant that the framed up indictment 
of the editor of the Post-Democrat is 
the natural sequence of the general 
conspiracy to discredit this newspa- 
per and its publisher.” 

For the publication of this editorial 
Dale was cited for contempt by Judge 
Dearth and, without being allowed 
iservice of an attorney, he says, sen- 
tenced to ninety days and fined $500. 

A few days later he filed an answer 
to this sentence, in which he set forth 


the whole editorial and offered to 
prove it—and for filing this answer he

the courts, 


Voters’ Petition Needed. 


In order to put the question on the 
ballot at the next mayoralty election, 
Arvey said, it will be necessary that a 
petition be signed by 25 per cent of the 
city’s voters. He estimated that figure 
at 181,000. The resolution calls for ap- 
pointment by the mayor of a committee 
consisting of himself, as chairman, the 
corporation counsel, five aldermen, and 
seven citizens to prepare and circulate 
the petition. 

The resolution further provides that 
the committee “formulate a program 


of legislation, the enactment of which 


will augment the home rule provisions 
@ the commerce act and assure Chi- 

‘@fo a greater measure of local self- 
prernment.” 

“It will be an easy matter to get 
the 181,000 signatures,” Ald. Arvey 
declared. “And not only will they 
put the issue to a vote but they will 
crystallize such a mountain of public 
opinion here thet Springfield will be 
compelled to give us home rule in 
public utilities.” 


Albert Also Offers a Pian. 


Another solution for the traction 
problem was proposed by Ald. A. F. 
Albert [43d], who presented a resolu- 
tion calling for appointment of a citi- 
tens’ committee to negotiate with the 
transit chiefs. 

Although the resolution went to the 
committee after an effort to suspend 
the rules and pass it failed, it met 
with unexpected approval Half a 
dozen aldermen, who have heretofore 
opposed the plan, said they now be- 
lieve it practical.

HELPING EUROPE. 


Fimance Minister Caillaux’s references to the 
American debt, and still less the subsequent debate 
in the chamber of deputies, are not likely to infuse 
d@ warm glow of enthusiasm for further commit- 
ments to France. We read that M. Caillaux speaks 
of the British and American loans as “ political” 
debts and the adjective impresses us. We suppose 
any debt incurred by a political agent, a ministry, 
or government is a political debt, but in our crass 
American mind a debt is a debt, and the French 
loan was borrowed in the form of hard American 
money from the pockets of the American people, 
who are still carrying the weight. 

Perhaps a political debt must be dealt with po- 
litically, and certainly the French politicians are 
doing a lot of political bookkeeping, which is their 
own Yair so far as it is their own affair. But the 
French debt to the United States is our affair and 
if it is to be dealt with as a political affair and not 
as a financial obligation, we trust the expectations 
discreetly mentioned by M. Cafllaux in his re 
marks to the chamber of deputies on the budget— 
expectations of “ ameliorations and assurances 
will be prudently considered by our financial direc- 
torship. 

We think the attitude of French politicians, pub 
licists, and press toward the American debt has 
been highly unsatisfactory and far from reas- 
suring. We have been belabored as Shylock and 
treated to various theories which suggest a strong 
desire to escape payment. We have been told that 
the debt is not a moral obligation of the French; 
that France was fighting the war for our benefit; 
that in moral fact we owe the French, not the 
French us, et cetera. 

That may be politics, but it does not create in 
the American mind a paasion for sending more 
money to France. We think we made substantial 
sacrifices to help expel the Germans from the soil 
of France and to defeat the German enterprise, 
but we do not think that gives us an obligation to 
save France's fiscal situation and we are very re- 
luctant to send good money after bad. 

‘In other words, the attitude of the French is bad 
for their credit and ought to be. A debtor who 
tries to evade an existing debt is in a poor position 
to ask for another advance, and even if we waive 
all the disagreeable French criticism of us since 
the armistice, we are not filled by French public 
finance since that event With the confidence on 
which great loans are based. 

Of course, we realize the importance of helping 
Europe, including prominently France, back to 
stability. But we cannot help Europe but as Eu- 
rope helps us to help her by helping herself. Great 
as the resources of the United States are at this 
time, they are not nearly enough, even if we could 
afford to devote them all to Europe, to bring about

A CONSERVATIVE 
STATESMAN. 


Prime Minister: Baldwin seems'‘to be the sort of 
conservative that justifies the term in its best 
sense. He is said by some-critics to be a poor poli- 
tician, which is sometimes a way of saying that a 
public man has. courage and;convictions. But in 
the long distance view our impression is that Mr. 
Baldwin’s bad politics at their worst cannot offset 
the merits of his grasp of essentials, his long view, 
and his inherent honesty of purpose. These are 
the virtues of a true-conservatism, a conservatism 
which makes the preservation of achieved good 
the foundation of an achievable; progress, 


Mr. Baldwin has demonstrated again his cour- 
age, honesty, “and good will inshis insistence that 
the mine owners shall keep ‘faith with him in 
wages policy if they are to.have an increase of 
the legal day to nine hours. It is typical of the 
ruthless and self-destroying policy which has 
guided the owners that they’are playing fast and 
loose with the only compromise that is tolerable at 
this stage of the coal crisis. They are the sort of 
conservatives that discredit the term conservative 
and are in fact the opposite-of conservators. It is 
one of the sardonic aspects of human experience 
that what has passed for conservatism has so often 
destroyed by its want of foresight and its want of 
realism. We have no doubt the mine owners 
idealize their selfish and self-destroying attitude 
as a defense of. property right, but it is Baldwin 
who is defending the,.just rights of property by 
fighting their abuse. ‘ 

The coal situation presents a heartbreaking 
problem, the solution of which is of vital impor- 
tance to all the British people. And whatever the 
solution may be, it ought to be clear that it must 
express the “spirit which Mr. Baldwin so’ emi- 
nently shows andthe large grasp of basic interests 
which his public utterances and his practical ef- 
forts have illustrated. The impatient theorist in- 
evitably demands more of Mr. Baldwin than he is 
able to aceomplish over night, for the ripening of 
a truly conserv ative statecraft is not sudden, But 
the British people, we incline to believe, will do

B. writes: What can be done 
for halitosis, and what is its 
cause? The teeth are in per- 
@ fect condition. 
REPLY. 

Until the advertising fraternity popu- 
| larized the use of a scientific name, bad 
_ breath could not be discussed in polite 
| Society. Now we call it halitosis, and 
talk about it to our heart’s content when- 
ever eugenics, and legs, and such grow 
stale. 

Of course, our advertising friend did 
the world a great service—a greater 
Service even than the patenting of his 
recipe. At that, I have no desire to be- 
little deodorants or odors used as a sub- 
stitute, nor could I if I wanted to. The 
use of perfumes is too well established. 
Since the days of the caveman, all down 
through prehistoric times, even unto the 
Present, perfumes have been used to 
cover up body odors. That they might 
get them for this purpose, nations have 
warred, men have strived and coffers 
have been emptied. As well try to stop 
the sun in its flight, or roll back the 
waters of the Red sea, as try to stop 
the use of perfumes. And to this class 
belong all the remedies for halitosis 
from ‘cloves and. cinnamon to the aro- 
matics sold in bottles. Let men continue 
to use these as the need arises. 

But how about grubbing out the roots? 
That’s all right, but where are they? 
An occasional root is the nose. There 
is a nose disease called ozena that is an 
occasional cause of halitosis, The ozena 
root is not easily grubbed up. Most of 
those with ozena halitosis must continue 
the use of deodorants and perfumes 

The tonsils are an occasional cause of 
halitosis. The cheesy masses which form 
in the tonsil crypts, composed as they 
are of decaying foods, are responsible 
for odors. Fortunately, these odors are 
not highly diffusible. In consequence, 
this cause of halitosis is not important. 
The simplest procedure in this condition 
is amputating the tonsils, though re- 
moval by radium or X-rays is also sat- 
isfactory. Massaging the tonsils and 
expelling the cheesy lumps may give 
satisfactory

lected teeth and gums, it is said. For

polishing the teeth and the daily use of 
a brush and toothwash or powder is 


halitosis is the excretion by the lungs 
of odoreus gases found in other parts 
of the body. We are apt to forget that 
the lungs are organs of excretion, and 
the expired breath is an excretory waste 
belonging in the same class with the 
ether excretory wastes. The odorous 
gases are formed in other parts of the 
body—the lungs merely throw them off. 
There are many of these odorous gases, 
and a physician with a trained nose can 
sometimes diagnose the trouble by the 
peculiarities of the odor. Some of them 
signify conditions of tmportance, such as 
diabetes and impending coma, Some 
are due to special foods, such as onions. 
Some are due to bacterial aang in 
the intestines. 

From the standpotnt of what the lay 
person calls halitosia, the intestinal, bac- 
tertal changes are far more important 
than any other, or than all others com- 
bined. For the cure of such halitosis, 
radical change in dieting is necessary.
